They should Lie w ed 
shaped, the directions for nuking them 
Lining followed with care 
C'lioetiintc K in e s.—Take two ounce* 
of -otto in I.a to ii bd one pound of sugar. 
mix thoroughly, beat up the whites of 
two eggs aud add. 
Drop'on buttered 
paper and I ake in a slow oven. 


Fruit Candle'-. 
Stuffyd Dates.—T ake the seeds from 
large dates, till the holes with fondant 
and roll in powdered sugar. 
A choco­ 
late coated 
peanut 
makes

"s tidling” too. 
If you wish try a large 
Fnglisb walnut in the date. 
Prune bonbons.— Take half a pound 
each of prunes and of sugar, half a
